Rumania, France, Ialy and Belglum, to assist in preventlng the depart-
are firom ports under their control of ships carrying illegal lmmigrants
to Palestine.

The British official stated that {a) he did not think representations had
been made to the Soviet Government in Moscow, but (b) the British have -
more than once protested to the Soviet Representative ACC Rumania
against the departure of such ships from Rumanian ports.

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5. US to recognize new Bolivian Government on 12 Augusi--The State
Department has instructed its diplomatic missions in the other Ameri-
can Republics to notify the Covernments to which they are accredited
that the US will extend formal recognition to the new Bolivian Govern-
ment on 12 August. The Department cites the fact that the Government
is in control of the country, appears to have popular support, and has
already been recognized by several other American Republics.

6. US‘SR' Military chiefs x'epor?ed conferring in Crimea-~-US Military
Attache Rome has been reliably informed that on § August ‘“‘all the
Marshals of Russia’’ met in conference in the Crimea. The MA adds
that the duration and purpese of the conference are unknown.

7. HUNGARY: Policles at Peace Conference--Premier Nagy has told US
Minister Schoenfeld that Hungary will ask the Peace Conference for per-
mission to ray reparations to the USSR in cash rather than in kind.
According to Nagy, this request will show whether the USSR intends to
permit Hungary to resume its ties with world markets, or to subordmate
Hungary entirely to the Soviet economy.

Nagy added that Foreign Minister Gyongyosi has been instructed
to inform the Peace Conference that, whﬂe the Danube question is a
matter for ‘‘big power determinatmn Hungary desires the maximum
possible navigation on the Danube. A member of the Hungarian Foreign
Mlnistry has, however, warned Schoenfeld that Molotov may privately
“persuade’’ Gyongyosi to support Soviet views.
